Indifference To 
Registration Means 
Disfranchisement 


Five hundred is considered a cm 
servative estimate of the nurabf 
of residents of Wheeling townshi 
who will not be able to vote at 
April primaries. Failure on their 
part to register under the new per­ 
manent Registration system means 
that they can not go to the polls. 
The last day for registration with 
local officials is January 20. Work­ 
ers in both of the major parties 
have put forth every endeavor to 
get the voters upon the registration 
lists. They still have the opportun­ 
ity to register prior to March 20, if 
they visit the county building, Chi­ 
cago, but a comparative small num­ 
ber will travel to Chicago for that 
purpose. 
One of the results of the perman­ 
ent registration in Wheeling was 
the discovery that there 
are 250 
aliens in the township, many of 
whom have been voting contrary to 
law*. 
In Palatine township there were 
about 400 voters who did not reg­ 
ister on registration days. 


The registrations with the town 
and village clerks since that time 
has been light and there are prob­ 
ably over 300 voters in the town­ 
ship still not registered.

Banks 
with this new form of insurance 
are relieved of the necessity of 
collecting an unpaid balance from 
the estate of a borrower who dies, 
or from his co-maker. Instead, it 
notifies the borrower’s family and 
co-maker that they have no further 
obligation. 
The plan, President Russe pointed 
out, eliminates hardship on a bor­ 
rower’s family in case of death: 
helps a borrower to obtain a co­ 
maker for his note, and strengthens 
the position of lender, harrower and 
co-maker.
